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Finns and Reds 
| Quit Fighting 


Undeclared Armistice in 
War on Northernmost 


Battle Line. 


STOCKHOLM, SWEDEN.—An un- 
declared armistice exists in the 
Finnish sector of the Russian front, 
the world’s northernmost battle line. 
Finnish and German soldiers on one 
side and Russian troops on the other 
do not fire a rifle for weeks at a 
time. 

Small-scale aerial activity, patrol 
skirmishes and sporadic exchanges 
of artillery barrages have been the 
extent of warfare for the past 18 
months along the no-man’s land 
from Leningrad east to Lake Onega 
and northwestward to the 
capped ridges bordering the Barents 
sea at Petsamo. 

Since May, 1942, there has been 
no heavy fighting between the 
armies of Finland and Russia, 
which, in their winter war battles 
of 1939 and 1940 and the summer 
campaign of 1941, gained a reputa- 
tion for fearlessness, thoroughness 
and courage. The general tone of 


the Finnish communiques for months | 


has been: ‘“‘From the land front, no 
news.” 
Soldiers Go to School. 

Finnish soldiers have time to build 
prefabricated houses to replace 
buildings wrecked by two wars with- 
in four years. Sports fill much 
idle time. Schools have been estab- 
lished near the front for younger 
soldiers. 

Finnish sources report that Ger- 
man troops have seen most of what 
little action there has been since the 
Finns, in April and May of 1942, 
halted Russia's efforts to crack the 
line established when Finland 
stopped her offensive. 

Ninety thousand Germans are re- 
ported to be fighting alongside the 
Finns. Nazi troops hold positions 
in the Petsamo district and in one 
sector of Poland. Some Finnish regi- 
ments are stationed with them, espe- 
cially men skilled in arctic fight- 
ing. 

Finnish troops control the rest of 
the front from a point on the Onda 
river north of Lake Seg to the Svir 
river and Leningrad. German troops 
which aided in the push into east 
Karelia were withdrawn more than 
a year ago. 

A combined Finnish-German offen- 
sive was launched when Germany 
attacked Russia in June, 1941. Sig- 
nificantly, the smallest advance—30 
miles at its farthest point—was 
made in the northern areas con- 
trolled by the Germans. Finnish 
lines in the southern sector extended 
in some places as much as 100 miles 
inside Russian territory. 

Finns Control Canal. 

The battle front for the Petsamo 
area starts about 21 miles east of the 
Finnish border, hugs the pre-1939 
boundary down to the vicinity of 
Ukhta lake, veers to a point just 
east of the Onda river, moves south- 
eastward to Pvenets, where the 
Finns control the Stalin canal traf- 
fic, and down the west shore of Lake 
Onega to the Svir river. 

The strongest contingents of Finn- 
ish troops today stand in the wind- 
swept, sandy flats along the Svir and 
occupy a fortified line between the 
Gulf of Finland and Lake Ladoga 
just north of Leningrad. They have 
never participated in any attack 
against Leningrad. 

Russian forces launched an exten- 
sive attack in April, 1942, in an effort 
to free the Stalin canal as a short 
cut for transportation of American 
and British war materials from Mur- 
mansk. The Red army broke through 
at several points, but Maj. Gen. Er- 
nest R. Lagus’ Panzer division and 
other reinforcements staged a suc- 
cessful counter-attack. 


The Russians launched their last 
offensive against the Svir defenses in 
May, 1942. Again they got behind 
the Finnish lines, but were beaten 
back.

ter of 1944-45 when Germany is | 
knocked out, followed by a year or 
more of pressure against Japan.” 

The investigators also came to the 
conclusion that married soldiers 
probably will be the first to be de- 
mobilized. 

The subject is taken up in the 
portion of the report dealing with | 
the possible extent of postwar un- | 
employment. The investigators | 
found some planners pessimistic, | 
others optimistic. The optimists, the | 
report states, “‘say there is little | 
chance of the war quitting all at} 
once” and ‘ft is foreseen that the 
war work will decline gradually.” | 


May Have Jobs Waiting. 


Both the pessimists and optimists | 
agree, the investigators report, ‘‘that 
if the decline of the war is gradual | 
and if private industry can see its | 
way clear to pick up the ball and 
run with it as opportunity is afforded, | 
the demobilized forces and war 
workers may all have jobs waiting 
for them.” 

Some private groups are reported 
concerned over placement of war 
workers who won’t have the legal 
preference basis accorded by the se- 
lective service act to members of the 
armed forces. 

A factor in the question of unem- 
ployment, the report notes, is the 
matter of youngsters who have left 
school to work and ‘“‘will have grown 
up into the jobs of war veterans.” 

“Therefore,” the report adds, | 
“* ‘get the children back to school’ is 
more than a sentimental slogan.” | 

The employment situation, the | 
planners agree, will vary by regions. 

Several agencies, the report says, 
“were especially disturbed about the 
heavy concentration of war work on 
the Pacific and Gulf coasts. 


“Unless the descent from the war 
peak is gradual, two or three million 
men will be out of work in the three 
states of Washington, Oregon and 
California on armistice day... 


‘In the long run the opinion seems 
to be that the Pacific coast can take 
care of the workers in developing 
industries, but the short run is a 
more serious matter...” 


Report on Wages. 


On this subject of wages, the re- 
port concludes: 

“Because of the elimination of 
overtime pay and the descent from 
war wages to the peacetime scale in 
lower paid industries, pay rolls may 
decline as much as 50 per cent in | 
some areas even with approximately 
full employment.” 

Discussing another angle of re- | 
employment, the investigators say: | 

“In many ways the quickest way 
to get production was to assign the 
contracts to the big companies and 
let them spread the work among 
the smaller ones. This policy of | 
‘big companies first’ probably should | 
be reversed or at least dampened | 
during reconversion.”’ | 

But, the report adds, “‘the big com- | 
panies have the biggest pay rolls | 
and unless they get civilian orders | 
quickly after the war, unemploy- | 
ment will run into large figures. | 

“The small companies cannot ab- | 
sorb the demobilized forces any | 
more than they could handle the | 
big emergency orders during the 
war.” |

Beating all prior records, the destroyer-escort Reynolds was completed 
and delivered Nov. 3 to the U. S. Navy, by the Bethlehem-Hingham 
Shipyard just 25 days after keel laying.
